The Terrible Experience of e Schooner’s 
Crew—The Tifflm Disaster. 


Havrrax, N. S., January §8.—Capt. Carey of 
the schooner Minnie, Which was wrecked on 
December &% near Johmson’s Island, Cape 
Breton, arrived here y rday. He tells a 
terrible story of thesuffefings of the crew of 
the wrecked vessel.

They 
could see no land and had completely lost their 
reckoning. After pulling aimlessly about for 
nearly an hour they fortunately struck John- 
son’s Island, where they landed and went in 
search of some human habitation.

A Joint Committee of Conference Effects a 
' Satisfactory fettlement of the Four

BLACKLISTING ILLEGAL. 


An Important Decision by Judge Pickett at 
New Haven, Conn. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., January 8.—In the City 
Oourt this morning Judge Pickett rendered a 
decision inthe cases of Wm. H. Wallace, as- 
sistant superintendent of the New York, New

designed to hinder the sale of merchandise of 
any p ucer, or dealer, and ls more dis- 
astrous in effect than any other form of con- 
spiracy except to take life. To convict of such 
conspiracy, circumstantial evidence is com- 
petent and may be conclusive. It is suffi- 
cient if it is shown that the par- 
tles bad a mutual understanding to 
the common design and the part each was to 
perform in the attainment thereof. The Court 
was satisfied that Wallace and Opdyke hada

In the investigation of the election frauds 
the end is not yet, notwithstanding the selt- 
congratulatory feeling that prevails among 
the indicted offenders and the ward-workers, 
who find cause for joy over the pending 
change ot United States Attorneys and in the 
consciousness of guilt. An organization 
which gives great promise in its 
incipiency has been secretly but 
earnestly working toward a purification of 
municipal politics. Itis evidently decided by 
men who are not unfamiliar with the party 
workings, and who fully understand the esti- 
mate which the fine workers place upon citi- 
zens’ committees, law and order leagues, and 
similer organizations. The scheme was 
started by men who seek no popularity, and 
who are determined to push the in- 
vestigation, either with the aid or over 
the head of the local District Attorney. It 
was with some difficulty that the identity of the 


gentlemen of the organization was estab- 
lished. One of these was found and ques- 
tioned concerning the plans and objects of the 
organization. ‘‘We fully appreciate the ef- 
fectiveness of the press in this instance,’’ said 
he, ‘‘but we are going about this thing un- 
derstandingly, and we intend to use the 
best forces of the press at the 
proper time. The character and _ {futile 
efforts of similar organizations is familiar to 
the public but this will not be such an under- 
taking. The investigation before the Federal 
Grand-jury was only started when an adjourn- 
ment took place but sufficient “evidence was 
roduced to show that fraud’ forgery and 
alse impersonation were praticed in the last 
election and it we ever hope to have a fair 
election in this city we must prosecute to the 
end the offenses committed at that election. 
„Have you any objection to giving the plan 
of the organization?’ 
‘*‘We are not adopting a name and have 
made oo plans which will not de at once con- 
sumated. Some time ago a numder of gentie- 
men met, and at once came to a full under- 
standing of the necessity of immediate action. 
If Mr. Bashaw will vigorously investigate and 
present these frauds the gentiemen interested 
in this movement will not ap- 
ear, but if he does not 
e will be circumvented and rendered power- 
less. A meeting will be heidthis afternoon 
to further consider the plans. 
„Will the organization oppese the confirma. 
tion of T. Bashaw as United States At- 
torney?’’ 
„No sir, no such action will be taken. As 
regards further information concerning this 
organization some say that the gentlemen 
composing it will not give any infor- 
mation until such time as publication will 
accomplish the best results. Although we 
know that the large majority of workers are in 
sympathy with the movement the parties 
actively engaged can accomplish all plans, 
and by confining its membership tothe act- 
ive and influential workers now engaged in 
it we will avoid the possibility of outside 
pressure being brought to bear to impede ac- 
tion. The executive branch of the organi- 
zation will be 80 composed as 
to be secure from general criticism 
and to ar partisan villification. Special 
counsel will be secured, if necessary, to 
rosecute these cases, but I will say now 
hat Mr. Bliss will be retained. No hook 
whereon a party complaint might be hung will 
be extended. I think, however, I should 
state in justice to that gentleman that 
Mr. Bliss would hardly accept such a compli- 
ment under the circumstances. We do not 
question the integrity of Mr. Bashaw 
but we are determined to see that fraud is 
prosecuted no matter on whom the punish- 
ment falls.“ 
A meeting of the organization will be held 
this afternoon to further consider the plans. 
Some of the frauds which the Grand-jury 
will take up on the 25th inst. have since come 
to * and give good grounds to anticipate 
the indictment ofa large number of ward 
politicians and probably several persons in 
official positions. Among other facts it has

writing. Concerning this Chief Supervisor H.

Lear’s partition 
ofthe Kingdom, the speaker submitted, was 
not an act of insanity unless all acts of folly 
could be so regarded. It showed that the King 
deemed himeelf all and the State nothing. 

In this minute way the acts and motions of 
the various characterae were treated in 
a talk occupying a little over an hour.

all the alleys in blocks 874, 875, 876, 880, 881 an 
882, between the east line of Kosciusko street 
and the west line of Main; the east alley divid- 
ing block 873, between the west line of Main 
street and the east line of Kosciusko street; 
Main street from the south line of Carroll to 
the north line of Lesperance, and from the 
south line of Lesperance to the north line of

A BARE CASE, 


Thirty Miles of Beach Covered With Fish 
Killed by a Volcanic Disturbance. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., January 8.—Capt. Hub- 
bard of the steamer Planter, plying between 
this port and Georgetown, D. C., states that 
the beach for thirty miles, between Kelly’s 
Island and Little River,in this State, is covered 
tothe depth of over a foot with dead fish,

DEFINING POLICE POWEB. 

In affirming the power of our Legislature 
to prohibit the manufacture or sale of 
oleomargarine the Supreme Court of Mis- 
souri reasoned thus; 

If it ig of such a character that few persons 
‘will eat it, knowing ite real character; if, at 
the same time, it is of such a nature that it can 


be imposed upon the public as an article of 
food which is in common use and against 


which there is no prejudice; and if, in addi- 
tion to this, there is probable ground for be- 
lieving that the only way to prevent the pub- 
lic from being defrauded into the purchase of 
the counterfeit article for the genuine is to 
prohibit the former altogether, then we think 
such a prohibition may stand as a reasonable 
police regulation. 

The fs“ in this decision suggest the 
fact that since it was delivered a United 
States law has done away with the reasons 
therein used to sustain prohibition as a 
necessary or reasonable police regulation. 
The Supreme Court of Pennsylvania, 
however, in its recent decision affirming 
the constituticnality of a similar law, took 
broader ground in regard to the discretion 
and the police power of the Legislature. 
It said: 

The manufacture, sale and keeping of an 
article may all alike be prohibited by the Leg- 
islature, if in their judgment the protection of 
the public from injury and fraud requires it. 
The fact that the prohibited substance may be 
innocuous is irrelevant. The sale of a mix- 
ture of pure miik and pure water has been 
prohibited. To hold that a prohibited article 
must be unwholesome to make the act prohib- 
iting it constitutional would be to overthrow 
every law the wisdom of which could not bear 


the test of scrutiny. 

It will be remembered that in declaring 
the New York oleomargarine law uncon- 
stitutional, the highest tribunal of that 
State traversed the decision of the Legis- 
lature as to the matter of fact; held that 
oleomargarine is a wholesome article of 
food; that the protection of the people 
from fraud or injury did not require the 
suppression of the trade in it; that such pro- 
tection was in that casea mere pretext,and 
that the law was,therefore,an unconstitu- 
tional stretch of police power, an uncon- 
stitutional abridgement of the natural 
right of the people to make, sell or buy a 
cheap and wholesome article of food. 

We believe this New York decision stands 
alone in the extent to which it substitutes 
the judgment of the court forthe judg- 
ment of the Legislature on a strictly 
legislative question.

HOW MISSOURI GETS LEFT. 

Senator Vest is posing as a very angry 
man because the Senators of the four Re- 
publican States of Iowa, Lilinois, Minne- 
sota and Wisconsin stole a march on him 
and his colleague in the matter of the St. 
Louis bridge charter and induced a Dem- 
ocratic Secretary of War to send out a 
commission of engineers who examined 
the bridge question and reported against 
the St. Louis plan without letting the 
Chamber of Commerce or the two Missouri 
Senators know what was going on. 

These Republican Senators were at- 
tending to their duties as Senators, and 
were looking after what they considered 
the interests of their States when they 
obtained this favor from the War De- 
partment. Senators VEST and COCKRELL 
were at the same time attending to 
business which is no part of a Senator’s 
functions, and which really conflicts with 
a Senator’s duty. They were attending 
closely to the interests of their political 
henchmen. They were begging offices 
for office-seekers, rewarding the political 
services of personal retainers, apportion- 
ing patronage among them so as to pre- 
serve the equilibrium of the machine. In 
short, they were acting as deputy presi- 
dents for Missouri, rather than as her 
Senators, and while they were besieging 
the President for executive favors ofa 
kind akin to bribes when offered by a 
President and accepted by a Senator, a 
lot of Senators who dared not ask for 
office beat them in the bridge matter. 

Senators so intent upon office-brokerage 
that they permit their time and infiuence 
to be absorbed in scrambles for appoint- 
ments are apt to be remissin the graver 
and more important duties of their posi- 
tion. The courtesy of the Senate extends, 
we believe, tothe confirmation of all the 
disgraceful nominations a Senator may 
vouch for, but it does notrestrain Repub- 
lican Senators from quietly obtaining 
more substantial favors from the depart- 
ments while Democratic Senators are be- 
sleging the White House with relays of 
office-seekers.

FOREIGN ECHOES. 


THE vacant throne of Bulgaria has been 
made the subject of at least one joke of a de- 
cidedly practical nature. Russian ladies are 
as fond of sweetmeats 4s those of other na- 
tions, and their desires are satisfied by Polo- 
juchtow of Kharkoff, the greatest confec- 
tioner in Russia. Polojuchtow’s honey- 
cakes are famous all over the Empire, 
and his wits are said to be as soft as 
his honey. Recently the renowned pastry- 
cook was waited upon by three gentiemen, 
who represented themselves as deputies from 
the Bulgarian Sobranje. They told him that it 
was the earnest desire of the Parliament and 
people of Bulgaria that he should 
accept the vacant throne. While 
were speaking a telegram 
arrived from Sophia with the same request. 
Much elated, Polojuchtow invited bis 
visitors to dine with him, promising to 
return in half an hour. He put on 
his uniform (for he is a member of 
the City Council) and drove to the Rector of 
the University to ask his counsel in the mat- 
ter. The Rectoradvised him to go, not to 
Bulgaria, but to the—lunatic asylum. He 
began dimly to suspect that he was being 
hoaxed and hurried back to his house only to 
find that the deputation from Bulgaria upon 
mature consideration had declined his invita- 
tion to dinner by the simple process of levant- 
ing with all the valuables, money and paper 
in the pastry-cook’s bureau. 


THE statistical abstract for India contains 
some curious information relating to the in- 
juries inflicted on the population by wild 
beasts and venomous snakes. About 20,000 
people are annually destroyed by these ani- 
mais, or at allevents are returned as being so 
destroyed; and of these, nineteen in 
twenty are said to be bitten by snakes. 
The number of human victims tends to 
increase in spite of the fact that the 
number of wild beasts and snakes destroyed 
has doubled in the last ten years, and that the 
Government reward paid for their extermina- 
tion has risen proportionately. Nearly two 
and one- halt lacs of rupees were thus paid in 
1884. Next to venomous reptiles, tigers claim 
most victims. Leopards are the alleged cause 
of death to about two hundrea human beings 
annually. Apart from the loss of human life, 
the returns show an annual destruction of 
upwards of 50,000 head of cattle.

In the map of Africa, right between the 

and Damara Land, and due north 
of Cape Colony, lies a smal, dotted, oval 
tract ot map named Kalahari Desert. It is 
for the purpose of proving that this tract is 
not a desert that the present work has been 
written. The expedition described was un- 
dertaken by two gentlemen, the author and an 
artist who figures under the name of Lulu, 
and is at present following his profession 
at Bridgeport, Conn. The public will 
remember the celebrated ‘‘earthmen,’’ from 
Kalahari recently brought before their notices 
by Mr. Farini. These earthmen were escorted 
from their native land by an old balf-breed 
hunter named Kert, and it was owing to the 
representations of this worthy, who described 
the Kalahari rather as a hunter’s paradise 
than a desert, that the author decided to in- 
vestigate the matter for himself - 

The party of three started from America on 
June 2, 1888, and in due time arrived at Cape 
Town. The opening chapter gives a vivid, 
though brief, description of the pleasures of 
railway traveling in South Africa. This, it 
will be remembered, is the very best line of 
railway on the continent. 

The ‘‘mail express“? destined to in- 
land the letters m bome that had ved 
on the previous evening was about to start, 
and there was the inevitable excitement 
which the departure of a favorite train always 
creates. Among the passengers were Dr. 
Sauer, Mr. Caldecott, Lulu and myself, bound 
for Hopetown, then the nearest station to 
Kimberley, but now united by rail to that 
city of d onds. When 1 heard that there 
was a Pullman poy Aye attached to the 
train I felt myself at home ala; and tried to 
imagine that the crowd of Malays were only 
negroes and to ignore the Semitic features 
of the majority of the loafers on the 

latform. ut on closer acquaintance 

he Pullman! bore quite as distant a resem- 

blance to the . — car ot the American 
railroads as the yellow skins of the Malay boys 
did to the ebony face of Sambo. On one side 
of the gangway was a row of seats for one per- 
son, and on the other side arow of wider 
seats to hold two. Over each of these latter 
the attendant or ‘‘steward’’ as he is called, 
suspended from the roof of the car a piece 
of canvas on which he laced a thin 
dirty mattress, and this was the bed. There 
was no covering whatever; and as 1 had 
stowed allmy rugs away in the luggage VOR. 
there was no alternative but to turn in al 
stauding, for by this time the train was some 
miles out of Cape Town. * 

The distressed farmers of Australia and Cali - 
fornia may take comfort to themselves on the 
perusal of this book, for greatly as they have 
suffered in the last three years for want of 
rain, the natives of South Africa have suffered 
even more. Our author thus describes the 
karroo: 

Such was the karroo where I saw it first, 
after a two years’ drought; the most terribie, 
arid, parched-up, kiln-dried,scorched, baked, 
burnt and God-forsaken district the sun ever 
streamed down upon, noteven excepting the 
Sahara,for there, there is nothing but sand,no 
object to serve asa foil to the solitude, while 
here the sense of desolation is intensified by 
seeing here and there a farmer’s hut. * * * As 
a sort of set-off, I suppose, to this parched-up 
condition of the karroo, I was told that in Oal- 
vinia and Fasenburg there had been no rain for 
three years. 

„Oh, that is nothing,’’ interposed @ well- 
informed man who knew South Africa. ‘‘Up 
in Namaqualand no rain has been known to 
fall for twelve years, and the natives are re- 
ported to have devoured their children in the 
madness of thirst and starvation, while in 
Great Namaqualand there is a district where 
rain has never falien. 

From these cheerful districts and remin- 
iscences, the travelers pursued their way 
towards Kimberley. This latter is the 
great diamond mart of South Africa. The 
railway ended at Hopetown andthe travelers 
had to proceed by coach from that village to 
their destination—a distance of seventy miles. 
The ride was not cuite so eventful as Dickens’ 

famous coach ride from the Potomac to Fred- 
ericksburg, noris itso graphically depicted; 
but it was not lacking in adventures which 
the author has undoubtedly done his best to 
describe. His account of Kimberley and the 
diamond industry is also interesting, but we 
will pass it by in order to dwell at more length 
upon the caravan journey across the Kalahari 
—the main adventure of the book. 

The preparations for his jeurney were made 
at Kimberley. They consisted in the pur- 
chase ofa wagon and team of six mules, to- 
gether with a shooting horse, a stock of 
powder and shot, pots and pans, kettles and 
coffee pots, blankets and beads, pipes and 
tobacco, pails and water barrels, and most 
useful of all, water bags. These last are a 
Cape institution, consisting simply of a stout 
linen bag, which is filled with water and hung 
in the sunto keep cool! The evaporation is 
so rapid that the contents keep nearly as cold 
asice water; just the thing for America. A 
further addition to the outfit was Jan, a 
half-breed boy, who was purchased along with 


the mules. 

This ‘‘boy’’ was flat-nosed, bald-headed, 
round-shouldered, of the mature age of about 
45, smail of stature, with big brown eyes set 
in a wrinkled face, which was fringed with 
lanky, unkempt black hair. He was a native 
of St. Helena, and at a short distance so near- 
ly resembled a European, as to clearly indi- 
cate the existence of European blood in his 
veins. 

Atthe first settlement the travelers learnt 
that the entire journey would be over sand 
and heavy traveling for the mules, so Mr. 
Farini decided to reinforce their team with a 
pair of horses. A further addition to the party 
was made in the shape of a bastard“ or half- 
breed, who proffered his assistance in return 
for the journey to his home. Later yet it be- 
came necessary to change the mules for oxen 
and to increase the staff of men to six or 
eight, with which provision the party entered 
upon their long and solitary trip across the 
Kalahari. 

The few natives; they met were principally 
Boers and Bushmen. Of the latter our author 
gives the following description: 

These bushmen are as little known in the 
colony as they are in London, and owing to 
their lesy, improvident mode of life, they are 
soon likely to be known only as a tradition, 
for they are evidently decreas in numbers. 
If nature does not furnish f so that they 
can get it withous trouble, they go without. 
The only effort the make when 
stalking game, an when at last

—in other words, till it is gone, never 
thinking of the morrow. I even saw two 
bushmen sit down to as -bok at sundown

The greatest danger and inconvenience that 
our travellers had to face apart from wild 
beasts and wild men was the scarcity of water. 
Fortunately, however, nature provides for 
the needs of her children in these parts by a 
kind of fruit called lama, which resembies 
vegetable marrow in taste and appesrance,and 
yields water like the melon. Upon this fruit, 


and months ata time. Occasionally it happens 
that neither lame nor water are to be tound; 
then the sufferings ot the poor trayellers are 
terrible, indeed. 

Game is pientifal enough throughout the 
district and beasts of prey very much too much 
80. The party had several most thrilling ad- 
ventures with lions and an amusing exper- 
lenco at a Boer settlement where the king pro- 
vided our author not only with a house but 
witha ready-made wife—free gratis and for 
nothing. Not relishing the caresses of the 
dark, oleaginous .and far from Kimmel- 
scented beauty, Mr. Far ini had to invent a 
series of excuses which did great credit to his 
powers of invention, but nearly cost him his 
life, as a false fortune teller. Later on in the 
work comes a wonderful and beautifully fllus- 
trated account of the Orange River with its 
innumerable cascades and the ‘‘Hundred 
Falis’’ the wonder of the world. The ulus- 
trations throughout, which are numerous and 
very fine, are reproduced from portraits taken 
on the spot by the indefatigable Lulu’s 
camera. The entire work forms a most in- 
teresting narrative relating to a portion of 
Africa of which little is known, lif there are 
one or two slightly ‘‘gauzy’’ travoler’s tales 
relating deeds of superhuman courage per- 
formed by the author andthe artist, in tack- 
ling lions and‘ ‘sich small deer’’ we forgive the 
soft impeachment, in view of the unmistaka- 
ble interest and apparent veracity of the work 
as a whole.

. THE GATE CITY GUARDS. 


Capt. Burke Determined to Ignore Engiand’s 
Positive Refusal. 


ATLANTA, Ga., January 8.—‘‘If the United 
States wants volunteers to wage war against 
the English Government the Gate City Guards 
of this city is not only ready but anxious to do 
its duty, said an angry Atlanta man yester- 
day. The announcement that the application 
of the Guards for permission to enter British 
territory had failed created a sensation, which 


has engaged the attention and aroused the in- 
dignation of every young man in the city. 
The veteran Captain of the company is 
Joseph T. Burke, a gentieman of strong 
military tastes and who has the wealth to 
enable him to gratify his desires. Ten months 
ago he arranged atrip through Europe which 
should embrace military displays in the capl- 
tals of England, France, Spain, Germany and 
Italy. At once there were more applications 
for membership than could be accepted. Ar- 
rangements were perfected to charter one of 
the Red Star Line steamers and negotiations 
were opened up through Mr. Bayard, Secre- 
tary of State, for permission to pass through 
the countries named. Thursday nighbt’s mail 
brought to Gov. Gordon a sealed package 
from the Secretary of State and Capt. Burke 
was hastily sentfor. When the Captain came 
outofthe executive office he refused to talk, 
but it was soon learned that the Gate City 
Guards, as au organization, could not land in 
England. It appears that when Secretary 
Bayard’s application reached Mr. Phelps, the 
latter gentleman declined to deliver it official- 
ly, but in an unofiicial manner he 
ascertained that suchavisitas the one pro- 
posed could not bethoughtof. The fact was 
recalled that during the Phawnix Park sensa- 
tion in Ireland a similar application had been 
made by the Detroit Guards through Secretary 
Frelinghuysen. Mr. Lowell, whose anti-Irish 
policy was so well known, grew pale when he 
discovered that the. name of the company 
commander was 
MIKE WHELAN. 

The idea of allowing a man with such an 
Irish name to parade through Her Majesty’s 
dominions was preposterous, and he there- 
fore declined to push the matter. Therefore 
Mr. Pheips had a precedent to guide him, and 
he returned the negative response, which 
made Capt. Burke so serious. There happens, 
however, to beastory bebind all this. On 
March 17 last there was a monster Irish

Now 
I find it threatening, perhaps not my 
mental balance, for I feel capable of 
maintaining that, but my mind certainly, 
and all my old sensibility to the beauty of 
the human form and the loveliness of life 
about me. My old keen sense of the beau- 
tiful I lament, as a fallen angel might la- 
ment the joys of paradise. For me there 
is nothing in the world but ears, 
ears, ears. The pleasure that I 
sometimes feel in meeting a speci- 
men less hideous than the rest does 
not repay me for the offense which the 
uniform dead level of ill-shaped growths 
intlicts upon me, and I am resolved, if 
medical science can do anything for so 
strange a malady, to takethe utmost pos- 
sible advantage of it. If it could so influ- 
ence my organs of sight as to make it im- 
possible for me ever again to see the hu- 
man ear at all, it would bea consumma- 
tion devoutly to be wished.’’ I under-

Gen. Grant died at the age of 63. Gen. 
Logan died at the age of 63. Gen. Hau- 
cock died at the age of 61. Gen. Mo- 
Clellan died at the age of 60. Gen. Hal- 
leck died at 59. Gen. George G. Meade 
died at 57. Gen. George H. Thomas died 
at 54. Gen. W. T. Sherman is the only 
one of the few greatest Generals of the 
war who has passed far beyond the fatal 
63, and Farragut, its greatest naval hero, 
died at 69. Grant, Logan, Hancock 
and McClellan were men who, iu the 
ordinary course of nature and in circum- 
stances of peaceful life, would have lived 
if not to extreme at least to advanced old 
age. They died years before the time 
naturally allotted tothem. Meade and 
Thomas were of more fragile mold, and 

ielded earlier to the weaknesses of 
yroken constitutions and to the causes 
that shortened their lives. All the great 
Generals of the war who have died since 
its close evidently met premature deaths.
